ITS SYSTEMATIC VIOLATION BY DEMOCRATS.

American Bailroad Men Getting into 
Trouble. 

SAN Francisco, Sept. 22..—A Tucson dis- 
patch says the Daily Star will publish the 
following telegram to-morrow morning: “A 
gentleman just arrived from Guaymas in- 
forms us that bad blood is brewing at that 
place between the Mexicans and Americans. 
A new paper has been started called the 
Monitor delCommercio. It attacks violently 
the railroad company, and is insulting to all 
Americans. Lately the editor and author of 
insulting articles was challenged successive- 
ly by different Americans to mortal combat, 
but declined fighting. They charge that the 
railroad company is working without the 
approval of their concession: that the only 
order issued by the Mexican Government is 


one to admit the material for the road free 
of duty; that the officers of the Company in 
Guaymas have a town called New 8 
mas, distant two miles from the old 
town; have laid out streets and christened 
them American names, all of which the Mexi- 
cans claim is not only contrary to their laws, 
but is 8 insulting to them, and will, 
plan of the 


in case wn is carried out, 
ruin old Guayinas, as all trade and commerce 
will go to New Guaymas. They also make 
charges that their own agent, l. Moreno, 
the Engineer appointed by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, acts in concert with Mr. Morley, 
Engineer of the Company, alleging that 
besides the salary paid him by the railroad 
company, $400 per month, they have given 
him a valuable contract for grading a portion 
of the road, thus making him body and soul 
an instrument of the Railroad Company.

Mexicans at the port of 
Guayamas are excited, at Hermosilie 
alarmed. When the stage left Hermosillo it 
was reported the agents of the Company had 
applied to the Governor of the State for 
5 — for protection to life and property.

SHALL THE POSTAL SERVICE BE DE- 
STROYED! 
The men who are impressed with the de- 
mand for a change in the Government for the 


mere sake of change should estimate the 


consequences and consider whether a change 
for the mere sake of change isa policy which 
any sane man or thoughtful man would 
think of making in his own affairs. 

The present postal service of the United 
States is one of the grandest systems which 
governmental skill has ever framed, and ex- 
ceeds anything of the kind in any other part 
of the world, considering the immense area 
of territory and the large districts which are 
but sparsely populated. No part of the 
many biessings of government enjoyed 
by the American people is so universal in 
its extent or is so highly valued as the 
postal system. Yet that system was slow in 
its growth. Like many other things, it was 
paisied by slavery. During the Democratic 
government of the United States the postal 
service was regarded as dangerous to the 
institution of slavery, and, to protect slavery 
from “ incendiarism,” every Postmaster was 
authorized to Open and destroy all printed 
matter which he might think hostile to 
slavery, and even to open letters and destroy 
them when he had reason to suspect they 
treated siavery in a hostile manner. In 
1859, after the Democratic party had been for 
thirty years in almost continuous control of 
the Post-Office Department, the Democratic 
Postmaster-General was forced to confess 
that it was a lamentable failure, and had lost 
public confidence. Here is what he said 
concerning the results of thirty years’

In 1861 the Democrats went out of power 
and the postal service passed under the 
control of Northern men, who were busi- 
ness-men, and who regarded the postal 
service to be as essential to the Netional ex- 
istence as is the blood to the human system. 
At once there began improvements; the 
service was extended, enlarged, and .im- 
proved; the postal-car, the free delivery, the 
money order, the registry system, and the 
transporta uon of light merchandise have all 
during the last twenty years been put in 
successful operation, reducing the cost of 
the service in proportion to the work per- 
formed immensely. We print this morning 
some extracts from a recent letter from Gen. 
Hazen, of the Department. giving in detail 
the history of the immense improve- 
ments and enlargement of the service 
since it was taken from the hands 
of the party which for thirty years 
had persistently treated it as a public enemy 
to be kept in subjection and limited by every 
possible means. We invite a careful reading 
of this letter, especially by those who think 
it wise to try the experiment of rashly taking 
this most important of all branches of the 
Government from the hands of its friends 
and committing it to the hands of thase who 
have hitherto treated it as an evil to be al- 
ways kept in check. 

The only “ improvement” which the Dem- 
ocrats undertook during their long adminis- 
tration was theestablishment of the “ penny- 
post system in twelve of the principal 
cities. Under this system the carrier was 
required to collect two cents for the delivery 
of each letter, and, failing for any 
reason to receive the two cents delivery fee, 
he carried the letter back to the Post- 
Office and kept it there. The improvement 
by the Republicans on this system was the 
abolition of the carrier’s fee of two cents, and 
the adoption of the free delivery in eighty- 
eight cities, employing 2,359 carriers, deliver- 
ing annually, free of cost, nearly 900,000,000 
pieces of mail matter at the residences of 
those to whom they are addressed. 

One of the first things established as 
soon as the Democrats left the Department 
was the money-order system, by which 
millions of dollars in small sums are trans- 
mitted through the mails safely. This 
money-order system is pronounced uncon- 
stitutional by the Democratic party. It 
argues that the National Government can 
exercise no powers not expressly granted to 
it by the Constitution, and that the Constitu- 
tion nowhere confers on the Government 
power to receive money on deposit and issue 
negotiable paper therefor, and that the whole

to the census-rolis. Ata late meeting in St. 
Louis to consider this subject, one of the 
speakers said there were fixed principles on 
which averages for population were esti- 
mated, and that by these principles it could 
be shown that the present population of St. 
Louis is 480,000! The statistics commonly 
resorted to in order to prove population are 
the vote cast at general elections, the mor- 
tality reports, and the Clearing-House re- 
turns. An examination of these will show 
how far the absurd claim of 480,000 popula- 
tion for St. Louis is justified. 

I. The vote of the six largest cities at the 
Presidential election in 1876 was as follows: 


The vote does not prove that the popula- 
tion of St. Louis has been underestimated. 
It anything it proves that the figures are too 
high, for Chicago in proportion to its popu- 
lation has more foreign-born residents than 
St. Louis or any other large city in the 
country. ‘The comparison between Chicago 
and St. Louis in this regard, according to the 
census of 1870, when St. Louis was given 
12,000 more population than Chicago, was: 


The proportion of one voter to eight resi- 
dents in Chicago should not, therefore, hold 
true in St. Louis, which, with a much smaller 
foreign-born population, ought to have a 
higher voting ratio. Bat if St. Louis were 
given a population of 480,000, as claimed, the 
voting ratio would be only one in twelve,—a 
preposterous figure. Besides, the growth of 
Chicago in the last decade was proportion- 
ately larger after 1876 than before that year, 
having been seriously retarded by the fire in 
1871. 

II. The mortality returns are the most 
faithful indications of population that can 
be found. Experts depend upon them chiefly 
to verify official counts. In the present case 
they do not show that St. Louis has been 
wronged by the census. The returns for 
1879 are: | 


Seaport towns have a larger mortality 
than inland cities. The slight excess in the 
mortality of St. Louis over Chicago on the 
basis of the present census returns is not un- 
reasonable. If St. Louis were conceded a 
population of 480,000, as claimed, the mortali- 
ty would be at the absurdly low rate of 12.87 
per 1,000, whereas statisticians compute that 
the normal death from old age alone must 
be 11 in the 1,000, and the rate under the best 
known hygienic conditions is 17 in the 1,000.

Every reader will ‘pronounce this an unde- 
eided, retreating dispatch, with nothing bold, 
positive, aggressive, or combative about it. 

A few minutes after he wrote and dis 
patched this timorous, indecisive, brainiess 
missive, Gen. Slocum came up very fortu- 
nately, and, outranking Hancock, took com- 
mand. He saw at a glance that was just the 
ground on which to make a final stand, and 
so advised Gen. Meade. Hancock was sent 
back to Meade, and the latter ordered Han- 
cock to march his men as fast as possible to 
the ground selected by Howard ana Slocum, 
and there fight them. 

But,“ say the worshipersof the superb” 
swearer, “if Hancock did ndt select the bat- 
tle-tield it was his fighting that won it.” On 
the contrary, he almost threw away the bat- 
tle by his thick-headed blundering. He in- 
sisted on firing off all the ammunition of the 
reserve artillery at the wrong time. He did 
waste half of it, and quarreled with Gen. 
Hunt, Chief of Artillery, for not wasting 
the remainder. The facts all came out in 
an investigation by Gen. Burnside’s Commit- 
tee on reorganizing the army. (We else- 
where print the substance of what was 
shown.) The Rebel Gen. Lee’s plan was to 
open a furious and concentrated artillery fire 
on the Union centre,—keeping his own infant- 
ry far enough back to be out of range of the 
Union return fire. Lee hoped to draw the 
fire of the Union batteries, and when they 
had exhausted their ammunition in replying 


| to his artillery (which tained its shot and 


shell on the heads of the Union infantry), 
then the Rebel infantry were to make a grand 
charge on our broken, doubly-decimated, 
torn, and demoralized centre, and come to 
close quarters with it on the double-quick, 
break through its weakened lines, roll 
up a wing, and rout the Union army. 
This was an old Napoleonic trick or method 
often successfully practiced by that master 
of military science. But to be successful in 
the Gettysburg battle it was necessary that 
the Union artillery ammunition should be 
exhausted before the grand charge of the 
Rebels was made, and Hancock did all in his 
power to exhaustit. Hedid throw away all 
the ammunition of Gen. Hazard’s guns, and 
tried desperately to waste that of McGil- 
vary’s guns, and quarreled with that officer 
for refusing to obey his thick-headed, reck- 


less orders to fire off all his shot and shell 


before the Rebel infantry charge was deliv- 
ered, and he kicked up a row with Gen. 
Hunt, Chief of Artillery. for ordering the 
fire to be held back to the critical moment.

MORE POLLING-PLACES NEEDED. 

Tue TRIBUNE published yesterday morn- 
ing a report of a discussion by the members 
of the Union League Cluhof the advisability 
of increasing the number of polling-places 
for the approaching election. Although a 
report was submitted bristling with argu- 
ments in favor of an increase in the number, 
the Club almost unanimously voted that any 
large addition would be unadvisable at the 
present time. 

This discussion, while interesting, would 
not have been important had it not been for 
the presenee at the meeting of four County 
Commissioners, who are also members of the 
Club. Since it is the County Board that fixes 
the number of polling-places,—a duty which 
it will have to perform within a few days,— 
their presence at the meeting and apparent 
acquiescence in its conclusions goes to in- 
dicate that their votes at least will be cast 
against granting to the voters of Chicago 
facilities which they need, to which they are 
entitled, but which have for years been 
denied them. 

The city members of the County Board, 
nearly all of whom have for years taken an 
active part in politics, cannot have forgotten 
the election of 1876. At that time, owmg to 
the excitement incident to a National elec- 
tion, a comparatively heavy vote was cast, 
though a much larger one would have been 
polled had adequate facilities been furnished. 
The Commissioners must remember seeing 
at many of the polling-places in the Ameri- 
can wards as early as 9 o'elock in the morn- 
ing a line of voters the length of a block 
waiting patiently or impatiently in the raw, 
chilly air several hours for an opportunity to 
vote. They must have seen the slow and 
tiresome’. progress of a potter from 
the foot to the head of the long 
lige,—progress slow under any circum- 
stances, but greatly increased by reason of 
constant challenges. They must have seen, 
if they paid any attention to it, how, in many 
cases, it took a person from 9 in the morning 
until 2 or 3 in the afternoon to cast his bal 
lot. They must have heard, ff they did not 
know it from personal experience, of count- 
less cases of sickness due to the exposure in- 
volved by standing out in the cold in that 
long line during the weary hours ofa raw 
November day.

proof of this is the figures. In sixty-two 
precincts giving Tilden a majority the av- 
erage vote per precinct was 604. In thirty- 
two precincts giving Hayes a majority the 
average was 800. The Democrats then cast 
nearly 200 votes per precinct below the av- 
erage of the Republican precincts. To this 
discrimination, brought about by years of 
Democratic rule in the County Board, was 
due the loss of thousands of Republican 
votes which would have been cast fur the 
Republican ticket in 1876 had there been a 
legal opportunity to put them in the boxes. 
Since that time the County Board has passed 
into the hands of the Republicans, and, year 
after year, slight additions have been made 
to the number of polling-places, until there 
are now 112, as against ninety-four in 1876; 
but the discrepancy in favor of the Demo- 
cratic wards still remains. 

It is high time to correct it. Enormous 
harm was done the Republicans in the Re- 
publican wards by the lack of polling-places. 
Many thousand Republicans had such disa- 
greeable experience on that chilly November 
day that they have never since attempted to 
vote, not caring to encounter the same dis- 
comfort and delay.

At that time it was well known that neither 
an anti-McClellan man nor an anti-slavery 
man could remain in the Army of the Poto- 
mac. Gen. Stone preferred to suffer the 
odium of the Ball’s Bluff disaster rather than 
antagonize Gen. McClellan openly. But this 
sacrifice was not sufficient for McClellan. 
The evidence shows that he caused the arrest 
of Stone on atrumped-up charge of com- 
municating with the enemy, and had him 
confined in Fort Lafayette for seven months.

McClellan referred him to Stanton, who 
turned him over to Halleck, who referred 
him back to McClellan, and there the matter 
dropped. Documents now printed show that 
Stone was first arrested by order of Stanton 
at the instigation of McClellan, and immedi- 
ately released and rearrested and impris- 
oned by order of McClellan. If the facts 
are as stated, Stone was treated with the 
foulest injustice and sacrificed to save Mc- 
Clellan. The former took service with the 
Khedive, and became General-in-Chief of his 
army, obtaining under another flag that rec- 
egnition which his merits entitled him to at 
home.

THE COTTON WORM. 


A Poison That Will Exterminate This 
Pestiferous Insect. 

Sr. Loon, Sept. 22.—Prof. C. V. Riley, 
Chief of the United States Entomological 
Commission, which spent the summer in 
the lower cotton States in eéxamin- 
ing the subject of the cotton worm, ad- 
dressed the members of the Cotton Ex- 
change here to-day. He gave a very inter- 
esting account of the facts established by the 


Commission regarding these insects. The 
— — who had poisoned early and 
ntelligently bad saved a full crop, 
amidst utter defalcation by the worm 
of unpolsoned fields all around 
them. The Commission tested nearly five 
tons of indigenous plants in the hope of 
finding a better and safer remedy than any 
in use, but only found the pyrethrum 
of any practical value. They h reduced 
the cost of the polson to one-fourth its form- 
er expense by introducing London purple as 
a substitute for Paris green. Their experi- 
ments this year resulted in improved 
appliances that will kill both the — cot- 
ton and boll worm, and enable anter 
to protect three acres of ground. with the 
material and labor heretofore extended on 
one acre, while there is room for still further 
experiment. The Professor said the intelili- 
gent planter will henceforth not fear the 
worm, it being virtually conquered, and thus 
one of the most serious obstacies to profita- 
ble cotton culture in the more southern sec- 
the belt is removed.

It 
is to be used as far as it will go in retiring the 
bonds of that division of the road. It is said 
that some of our strong Granger roads are mak- 
ing liberal bids for the business ot the road:

A dispatch from Calcutta to London reports 
the prospects for a good crop in Northern and 
Western India improving. A good rain had 
fallen in the Northwestern Provinces, but some 
of the crops in Central Doab are enfire- 
ly burned up. it is hoped that some 
rain may bless the earth in September. Even a 
moderate amount would remove ail fear of any 
immediate scarcity. Reports from Scinde are 
that the river (Indus) is rising, and crop-pros- 
pects are improving.
